


~ Council to make refuse collection decision

Upland City Council will decide 
Monday night whether to continue 
city collection of refuse or contract 
the collection from a private com- 
pany. 

The council heard testimony from 
citizens and city staff at a special 
meeting March 23 but postponed a 
final decision until Monday in order 
to consider the possibility of con- 
tracting residential collection and 
continuing with city collection of 
commercial refuse. 

The three main issues are cost, 
reliability of private collection and 
the fate of Upland’s 18 sanitation 
employes. 


City Manager Lee Travers pro- 
jects a 90 per cent rate increase in 
the next 10 years if Upland continues 
city collection of trash. The large 
capital outlay necessary for an ad- 
ditional dumpsite and new compac- 
ting machine are the main expenses, 
he said but noted costs also are ris- 
ing for salaries, fuel and equipment 
repair. E 


Replacement of the present com- 
pacting machine is expected to cost 
$176,000 with acquisition of ad- 
ditional dump land set at a 
minimum of $325,000. A series of 
tests would be required to deter- 
mine the suitability of the land as a

The city could save $120,000 yearly 
by contracting the refuse collection 
with C.V. Disposal Co. of Santa Fe 
Springs, which uses fewer 
employers per truck. The excess 
would be used to balance the city 
budget which faces difficulty caused 
by inflation and the possible loss of 
revenue-sharing funds. 


The reliability of C.V. Disposal is 
especially important because the 
switch to private collection would be 
practically irrevocable, Travers 
said. Upland would sell its present 
equipment as part of the switch to

private collection so the city could 
not return to city collection if the 
private collection were unsatisfac- 
tory or the private employes went 
on strike. 


Matlock said city officials and 
chamber of commerce officials in 
cities contracting collection from 
C.V. Disposal have given favorable 
reports on the private contractor. 


Councilman Bill Bottin noted the 
difficulties Upland would face if the 
private contractor pulled out and 
suggested raising C.V. Disposal’s 
performance bond from $50,000 to 
$250,000.

Disposal, said the city would have 
the right to take over the equipment 
in case of strike or in case his com- 
pany breaks the contract. He also 
said C.V. Disposal’s parent com- 
pany will guarantee the contract. 


C. V. Disposal has pledged to hire 
Upland’s sanitary employes to cover 
refuse collection in Upland. 
Employes would face pay and 
vacation cuts since they would start 
with no seniority, but some benefits 
would be higher with the private 
contractor, according to a city 
report.

Cartoons key to learning:

Cartoon characters and 
elementary school students 
regularly fill the Daniel B. Milliken 
Planetarium at Chaffey College for 
unique educational programs, 
according to planetarium Director 
Robert M. Lober. 


The Chaffey planetarium is the 
only one to provide programs 
tailored to fit each age level. 
Perhaps more important the 
Chaffey planetarium is the only one

to use cartoon characters to teach 
astronomy. 


Mrs. Rabbit is the main character 
in the second-grade program which 
introduces students to the sun 
through conversations between Mrs. 
Rabbit and Mr. Sun. 


Other elementary school 
programs tocus on stars, meteors, 
galaxies, scientific facts, comets 
and constellations, each 


accompanied by cartoon characters 
and music. Lober said even with 
cartoons and music the. programs 
are not merely entertainment.

Bicycle club takes 
trip to Elsinore 


Eight-year-old David Sutherland 
knows what it’s like to ride 110 miles 
on a single-speed motocross bicycle. 
He was the youngest of eight 
members of the Junior Cycletourist 
Bicycle Club who took the 110-mile 
round trip to Lake Elsinore. The 
five-day trip was one of the bicycle 
tours taken each month by the club, 
which is sponsored by the Upland 
Recreation Department. 

Club members will meet Friday 
for a slide show at the old library 
building, 123 E. D St. The show will 
include bicycle trips taken by the 8- 
13-year-old boys and slides of a 
bicycle trip to Canada by club 
director Herb English. Local 
residents are invited to attend. 

Events planned for April include a 
motocross race at Upland 
Recreation Department’s 
motocross track; a pillow fight for 
new members and their recruiters, 
a deep-sea fishing trip’ and a 
greased pig chase. 

Major trips for this year include a 
seven-day bicycle trip to the beach 
during spring vacation and a 400- 
mile two-week trip to San Diego 
during the summer. Weekend sleep- 
ins with games and activities are 
held for members at the old library 
building. 

The club holds monthly seminars 
for members to learn how to 
maintain and repair their bicycles 
as well as safe riding rules. 

Monthly mileage awards are 
presented to the boy who has ridden 

‘the most miles. Winners include 
Dale Moore, Willie Mosher and 
Kenny Ingram. Other club leaders 
are Doug Hubbard and Julian 
Walvoord. 


Club members also choose special 
events for each month. One of the 
most popular was a whipped cream 
pie duel where members paired off 
‘to cream’’ each other. Other 
special events include bicycle races, 
balloon hockey and balloon races, 
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water fights and skateboard races.

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The planetarium shows use a 
‘‘pure science approach” and “‘real- 
ly sock it to” the students on as deep 
as level as possible, he commented. 

The cartoon characters hold the 
students’ attention and provide 
ways for them to relate scientific 
material to their own experiences, 
Lober said and noted the difficulty 
of presenting scientific concepts to 
young children who have not learned 
abstract thinking. 

Learning is checked through a 
verbal discussion time following the 
program. Teachers ‘‘are 
flabbergasted” their students learn 
so much, Lober said and added that 
many teachers have low 
expectations for their students. 

He credits the age-graded 
programs and cartoon characters 
with helping students learn but said 
students’ behavior is equally 
important. Permissiveness in school 
and society creates poor learning, 
Lober said and added he demands 
obedience and proper actions from 
student audiences. 

The planetarium itself helps 
Lober keep order since the acoustics 
are perfect in the domed building. 
Lober can tell exactly which chair in 
the planetarium contains a talking 
student 

Students are not the only target of 
scientific knowledge in the 
planetarium shows. Lober said each 
program attempts to cover a topic 
thoroughly since most teachers have 
little scientific background. 

“Our goal is to send a teacher 
back with all the information needed 
to answer the kids’ questions,” he 
said and noted even the fourth-grade 
program covers the same basic 
ideas he teaches to college students. 

The planetarium also provides 
evening programs twice a month for 
community residents. Last year 
14,000 students and adults attended 
planetarium shows prepared by 
Lober, two staff workers and 
college students. 

Preparing cartoon pictures, 
caption slides, and musical 
accompaniment is a ‘‘time- 
consuming operation,” Lober said. 
Program preparation used to take 
1,000 hours of work, but new 
techniques and the assistance of 
students has cut the time to 200 
hours per show, he noted. 

Using a technique that took :four 
years to develop, Lober handcolors 
each caption slide under a 
microscope.

possibility of 17-18 employes losing 
their jobs with the city and added 
the. council is considering the 
change only because of the city’s 
present economic situation. ‘‘We 
couldn’t see where to come up with 
more money to stay in the trash 
business,”’ he said. 

The council last week seemed to 
favor a half-way move that would 
leave the city collecting the more 
economical commercial refuse and 
contracting out the costly residen- 
tial collection. A half-and-half 


system would leave Upland with the 
possibility of returning to city 
collection if private collection prov- 
ed unsatisfactory. 
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programs and is presently working 
on a Christm&s entertainment 
program ‘‘Peter and the Wolf.” 
Secretary Betty Bryant also does 
cartooning. 

Cartooning had presented a 
problem because Lober wasn't 
satisfied with the images. Since 
learning some techniques from a 
Los Angeles area art school, the 
cartoons have improved 1,000 per 
cent, he said and added, ‘We're our 
own worst critics. But what's 
coming off the (drawing) boards 
now is fantastic.” 

Lober constantly listens for music 
to accompany the planetarium 
shows. His taste runs to classical 
music, but he also uses modern 
music such as a song from the 
current movie ‘‘Barry Linden,” 
which will accompany a program on 
quasars. 

The planetarium is equipped with 
a Spitz planetaria, which projects 
the night sky, sun, moon and planets 
onto the planetarium dome. Other 
equipment Lober builds himself, 
such as a zoom machine, which is 
the only one in the world, he said. 

Through machines ‘‘made ot 
junk’’ viewers can zoom into the 
arm ot the galaxy or watch a flying 
saucer hover above the audience. 

Considering the time to prepare 
programs and create equipment, 
Lober said, ‘I sometimes wonder 
whether it’s all worth it. There are 
no shortcuts in this business. But the 
world’s an oyster. If we open one 
kid's mind, it’s worth it.” 

The Chaffey planetarium is not 
used as a research planetarium 
because the location is not good for 
observation. Lober said the 
mountains block the view to the 
north and the atmosphere is too 
unstable tor viewing until after 2 
a.m. 

The final planetarium programs 
this year are Northern Lights, April 
6 and 20; and UFOs, May 4 and 18. 

Programs slated for 1976-77 
include the Julius Scalagar Calendar 
which combines lunar, solar and 
religious calendars into one system; 
star death: a NASA film on weather 
satellites; flare stars; the birth of a 
star; comets; and research on 
extra-terrestrial lite. 

Reservations are not needed for 
the free one-hour programs which 
start promptly at 7:15 p.m. 
Organizations can make 
arrangements for weekday 
showings.

at market 


Remember when goin’ 
fishin’ used to mean taking 
the day off, packing a rod 
and reel in the back seat of 
the car and heading for the 
nearest lake, stream or 
seashore to get a big catch? 

Avid sportsmen still 
prefer to hook their own, 
but, for the average person, 
goin’ fishin’ today usually 
means heading -for the 
nearest supermarket to 
select fish and seafood right 
out of the freezer case 

No longer are certain 
seafood specialties out of 
reach to midwesterners, 
nor is lake trout unavailable 
to seaside residents. The 
miracle of quick freezing 
has eliminated these 
geographic barriers, 
bringing a wide range ot 
fish and seafood to the table 
of Americans everywhere. 

Today's fishing boats 
often are floating 
processing plants, where 
the catch is brought aboard, 
dressed and quick frozen at 
sea to immediately seal in 
freshness and flavor. On 
smaller trawlers that are 
unequipped for on-the-spot 
freezing, the catch is kept 
iced and chilled at 
temperatures never 
exceeding 38 degrees to 
guarantee freshness until it 
is taken to shore for 
freezing. 

Nutritionally, fish and 
seafood are packed with 
protein, which is essential 
for the growth and repair of 
body tissue. Fish protein 
also is easily digested and 
assimilated by the body, 
making it especially 
valuable in diets for 
children, elderly and 
convalescents. 

Other nutritional pluses 
of fish and seafood are their 
low fat, caloric and sodium 
content, and_ their 
abundance of essential 
vitamins and minerals. 

Economically, more 
value per food dollar is 
realized trom fish than 
trom almost any other type 
ot high protein food. And, in 
frozen form, there is no 
waste or excess weight. 

In its ‘‘Convenience 
Foods 1975 Cost Update,” 
the U.S. Dept. of 
Agriculture singles out 
frozen breaded fish sticks, 
crabcakes and shrimp for 
their economy on a cost per 
serving basis when 
compared to their unfrozen, 
home-prepared counter- 
parts. 

Last year, Americans 
consumed over 2.5 billion 
pounds of fish and seafood, 
according to the U.S.D.A. 
That means each person 
enjoyed about 12 pounds of 
this protein-rich food during 
the year. These figures are 
small compared to the 75 
pounds of fish consumer per 
capita in Japan, or the 125 
pounds of beef consumer 
per capita in America. But, 
there has been a_ steady 
increase in our fish and 

seafood consumption as 
Americans continue to 
recognize their nutritional 
and economic advantages. 

To help meet this 
increasing demand, a new 
wave in fish production has 
been rapidly catching on in 
the U.S. — aquaculture, or, 
more simply put, fish 
farming. Rather than mere-

Those of us who yearn for 
a slender body are often on 
the outlook for some kind of 
‘magic that will remake us 
overnight. Since there is no 
magic way to shed pounds, 
retreating behind excuses is 
often the next step. 

Nutritionists suggest 
looking into the facts and 
fallacies behind the most 
popular excuses as a way of 
getting motivated to lose 
that excess weight and keep

‘My fat cells are here to 
stay.” 

This common complaint 
is supported in part by re- 
cent research that suggests 
a person’s fat cell count is 
determined during high 
growth periods in infancy 
and adolescence. 

True, you are stuck with 
the number of cells you 
have. But fat cells are like 
sponges. They'll shrink if 
you don’t provide them with 
extra dietary energy to soak 
up. 

‘“‘Plumpness runs in the 
family.” 

Very few people have in- 
herited actual conditions 
that could cause obesity. 
You might be born with a 
genetic predisposition to a 
larger than average bone 
structure. Or you could 
have a large number of fat 
cells (a cause of obesity 
only when they're overfed). 
It’s also possible to be 
brought up with a fattening 
set of eating habits. 

But more likely, double 
chins and extra bulges are 
the result of overeating and 
not a case of hand-me-down 
weight. 

The most practical and 
nutritious way to shed extra 
pounds and keep them off is 
to diet with the Four Food 
Groups (milk, meat, 
vegetables and fruits, and 
breads and cereals). 

Some pointers: 1. Eat 
only the minimum number 
of recommended servings 
from each group. Adults 
require two servings daily 
from the milk group 
(children need three ser- 
vings, teenagers four), two 
servings from the meat 
group and four servings 
from both vegetables and 
fruits and breads and 
cereals groups

Highway death 
rate stays low 


Californians drove more 
miles and were involved in 
more fatal accidents last 
year, but the death rate on 
California streets and 
highways held steady at the 
all-time low set in 1974 

Final figures just tallied 
by the California Highway 
Patrol show 4189 were 
killed last year, up 170 from 
4019 of 1974. 

Motorists logged 131.33 
billion miles, about four 
billion more than 1974. The 
death rate remained at 3.2 
fatalities per 100 millon 
miles of driving, identical 
to the 1974 figure 

Commissioner Glen Craig 
said vehicle mileage was 
only 1.2 billion miles less 
than 1973, when 4905 were 
killed and the death rate 
was 3.7. 

‘Maintenance of the 1975 
death rate at 3.2 despite the 
resurgence of driving 
mileage probably reflects 
the impact of reduced 
speed, greater driver 
awareness and mild 
weather — as well an 
entorcement emphasis. ~

1.259.707 last year. up

This is true 
even with the common 
remedies of the past; with 
the- greater variety and 
complexity of today’s drugs 
the danger is dramatically 
increased. 

Here are some rules for 
the safety of you and your 
family: 

—Clean your medicine 
chest regularly. Keep only 
medicines you are currently 
using. Throw away old 
prescriptions. Many drugs 
lose strength and even 
change chemically with 
time. Pour old medicines 
into a flush toilet rather 
than in a trash container 
where children or others 
can retrieve them. 

—Make certain medicines 
are out of the reach of 
children, taking special 
care with those that look 
and taste like candy or are 
sweet-tasting liquids. 


—Keep medicines in their 
original containers. If you 
carry pills in a box, identify 
them with a label. 

—Make certain your 
pharmacist shows the 
doctor’s directions on the 


container, read them 
carefully and follow them 
exactly. 


—If directed to ‘‘shake 
well before using,’ shake 
sufficiently to insure a 
uniform distribution of the 
drugs throughout the entire 
mixture. 

—When you pour, keep 
the label up to prevent 
liquid running over the 
directions, making them 
difficult to read. 

—Don’t give or take 
medicine in the dark. Make 
sure you turn on the light to 
see what you are taking. 
Don’t rely on your 
recollection of what a 
certain bottle or box 
contains.

Dr. Gordon E. Michalson, presidsent of the school 
of Theology at Claremont, has announced award of a 
fellowship for tehological scholarship and research to 
Dr. Hans Dieter Betz, professor of New Testament. 
The fellowship was one of 25 awarded by the Association 
of Theological Schools of the United States and Canada to 
promote advanced research and to facilitate study 
leaves among faculty of ATS members chools. Grants 
awarded ranged from $750 to $8,800. Grant recipoients 
included professors of scripture seven, church history 
five, ethids four, and systematic theology nine. 

The theological scholarship and research awards were 
made possible by grants from the Andrew W. Mellon 
Foundation, New York, N.Y., and the Arthur Vining 
Davis Foundation, Miami, Fla. Similar awards will be 
available in 1977 under the same program. 

The fllowship was given to Prof. Betz to make it 
financially possible for him to spend his sabbatical 
semester spring 1977 at the University of Zurich, 
Switzerland. He will be engaged in research and writing 
on the subject of the Sermon on the Mount, a project he 
has been working on for some years and now hopes to 
develop into a monograph. Dr. Betz has been professor of 
New TEstament at the School of Theology since 1963. In 
addition to teaching responsibilities, he is director of the 
‘Corpus Hellenisticum Novi Testamenti” section of the 
Institute for Antiquity and Christianity at the Claremont 
Graduate School and University Center.
